Mr. Max-
well {s the young Baptist theclogizal student
who has acted a5 Clark’s splritusl adviser
for two years snd who stood beside him on
the seaflold this morning.

“‘8ince Clark's imprisonment,” continued
the clergyman, I have been on terms of
close intimmaey with him, His whole bear
ing hos nlwavs been consistently in harmony
with his claim ol innocence. Several months
ago I went to Philadelphis to attend college.
While there I received upward of 50 letters
from the condemned man. Inthat number of

A PREOFESSED CHRISTIAN.

““As fur as it is possible to judge, I should
think Nr. Ciark died a Christian,* con-
tionedl My, Maxweil. “He always seemed
pleased to huve me call on him. Ilong
since pointed out to him the way to salva-
tion both as u guilty man or an innocent
person suffering from the falsity of others.
He neoepted the Iatter, and fally and freely
forgiving those who bad sworn away his
lite, he tilked to me last night ol his
{mnn in the Great Unkoown with perfect

dom and sssu tHe professed Chris-
thmi!y to his last moments, and in looking
over his Bible sinee hit execution I am con-
vineed by his pencil marks therein that be
found the savicg grace. 1 was with him last
night notil midoight and he prayved with me
frequently,

This morning I talked with bim in his
eell a long time. His last request was for
me o g0 to Masontown o bury him, He
also requested me to give his Bible to his
widow, to be kept by ﬂr for the children.”

HIS LAST KIGHT.

Clark’s last night on enrth was very rest-
less. At a late bour he dropped into a sleep
which was verr much broken. He wounld
duze trom hal! to three-quarters of an hour,
then awnke. Thus he pawed the nlghl.
While asleep he would moan and sigh. He
got up at about 6 o’clock this morning and
ate half an omnge, sfter which he was vis-
ited by Rev, Mr Maxwell and the Sheriff.
He siterward drank a milk shake and ate s
bavsps. He was better physioally than be
has veen for several days.

At 1000 this morning the prisoner was
lell ot of his eell, In the corridor his
srms were pinjoned behind him and leather
straps plieed on his legs for adjustment
later when the scaffold was reached. The
mourniul procession then started en 1s
solemn jouroey to the scaffold. 1t consisted
of Drs, Ullom and Borroughs, who were
chosen as physicians; Bev. J. W, Maxwell
snd Deputy Sheriff Goodwin, who held the
prisoner by the srm. They sf.epped oulo the
vintform at 11:04 T‘be Shenff and the
minister taking seats by the prisoner, and
the doctors ai the loit

HE DIED CLAIMING INNOCENCE.

George W, Clark, with agslight tremor in
his speech, rose to his feel and said:

"1 have nothing to say other than I am
innocent of this crime, and I suffer for an-
other. 1 bold no mdg& ngainst ln!one,
and hepe God will forgive me and all.*

From this time oo Clark was as brave as
alion. Lessthan 50 spectators were erowded
in the smull inclosure between the walls
where the soaffold had been erected. Some
of these were in 2 window of the jail op-
posite the part, amone these being iour or
five women. Nome of Clark's blood rela-
tions were preseot.

All on the seaffsla knelt while Rev. Mr.
Maawell offered 8 most fervent yer.
The prisoner kneeling, faced the minister,
holding him by the shoulders. Prnrer
ended, Clark and the Bheriff had a brief
conversation, Hev. Maxwell spesking words
of cumnnge:ueul, Clark stepped onto the
trap at 11:11. The Sheriff dn-- the bliek
cap, stepped to the lefi of the prisoner,
:prung the trap and the condemned fell 2

HIS ENOEKMOUS WEIGHT.

The doomed man weighed 220 pounds. A
rope of extraordinary strength was made for
the ocoasion by Jacob Bupp, of Allegheny.
It was s half-ivch hemp rope, saturated with
boeywax; wus 25 feet long, and cost the
county §1 per foot. The noose was tied by
the masuiscturer, and drew so tightly on
ap experimental ssod bag when Inemg
tested 8= 10 cause some trouble in getting it

unfastened. It was tesied on s sand bag of
54 pg“d.l weight This mskes the Sist
hanrman’s rope made by this man.

Clark's weight saved bim sll suffer-
ing, for as he fell with the ".E bis neck was
broken, and only one elight shudder passed
over bin boay. The trap fell at 11:10, and
he was prosounced dead 12 minutes aiter by
the doctoms, ome of whom telt his pﬂl*.
whiie the other kept his ear over the heart
of the fast dving man. At seven minutes
sler the trap tell there was still & gooa
pulse, at eight minotes it was fluttering with
the heart beating slowly, at ten minutes the
pulse coaned to sod exactly at 1122
the heart coased to beat and the doctors
pronounced life extivot.

HOW WE ARE GROWING,

The Brildiog Tnspectors’ Report Showas a
Very Satinfnctory Increase—Six and
Three-Guarter Milllons Put in Betld.
ings Lamt Year—Over 3,000 Buiidings
Erected.

The Building Inspeclors yesterday pre-
souted their annual report to Chief Brown,
of the Department of Pablic S8afety, show-
ing 3,266 buildings to have been erected in
Pittsburg during the past year, of which
1,212 were of brick, 1,977 frame, 49 iron-
¢lad, 33 stone and 4 of irod, at a total
valuation of §6,845 622,

Daring the year the amount reecived for
permits was §13,508 95, The increase in the
nnmber of buildings over 1888 was 501, and
in the amount reeeived for permits §1,887 92,
In the estimated cost of bulldings the io-
eresse was §1,504,429,

In the classifieation of buildinp dwell-
ings lend, there being 2,587 of them; there
were 137 stables, 132 kitchens, 118 slo
113 shops, 81 offices. 20 lrmhommlll
churehes; 11 inctories, 9 fouudries, 3 mills,
5 schoolhouses and 6 banke.

During the year 73 condemnation notices
were sent ont and the unsafe buildings
either taken down or repuired. The in-
spectors give a detailed acconnt ol the work
done in hunting out defective work and als»
of the trouble they bave wet in breakiog up
the old-time of contraetors waiting
until a building is abont completed and
then applying for a permit, instead of put-
ting in the spplication before work is begua.

The Iatter is now becoming ecustomary.
The subjects of doors opening outward and
party walls are also cousidered.

C, L. Breonnan, Secretary of the Board on
Wooden Buildings, also presented his re-
port to Chiel Brows, Thers were 348 ap-
plications presented for permission to ereot
within the fire limits irame or iron-clad
buildings during the year. Of these 254
were approved, 81 rejected and 10 not acted
upon or withdrawn. Fifty-four permits
were issued in 1888, Of the 254 granted but
21 were for dwellings, although irame ad-
ditions were made to 20 and frame kitchens
built to 70,
